Then Kaleghrayl'd at him, conteſſed that letter, and pro- 
duced Cobhams Anſwer, deſiring it might be read ; which the 
Attorny Cook oppoled , to whom Cecil replyed , Sir, you are 
more peremptory than honeſt, come you hither to dirett 87 and (o 
| read it, which in effect was a Conteſſhon, That he had wronged 

Ralegh, and that he was Innocent, This bore date ten dayes be- 
fore 


And here Ralegh confeſſed, that Cobbam had offered to him 
a Penſion from Spain, and that he had concealed it, as loth co 
ruine Cobhazn. | 

Then the Fury went out and returned in half an hour their ver- 
di&t Guilty , So was ſentence as in caſe of Treaſon, and he return- 
ed to the Tower , where he lay reprieved 12, years, And three 
years after that, was executed in Ofober 1618, 

Two dayes before Raleghs tryal , were ſentenced theſe , 
Brook, who =_ excuſed his intentions, meerly to-try faithful! 
Subjects, and {aid he had a Commiſſon ſo to do, bur produced 
none. 

Markham confeſſed the Inditement, pleaded diſcontent ; 
and defired mercy. Watſon conteſled he had drawn in all the 
reſt, holding the King to be no — ul he werecrown'd, 
inſtancing inSawl , and Feroboam. Clark laid the like. 8. 

Parham and Brooksby were acquitted by the Jury. 

Watſon, Clark, and Brook, executed, 

Markham, Cobham, and Grey, brought ſeverally upon the 
Scaffold to die, and at the inſtant on the Block had their par- 
ticular executions remitted by aletter to the Sheriff under the 
 Kingsown hand, without the knowledg of any perſon,but Maſter 
Gibb of the Bed-Chamber, that brought it. 

The warrant was directed to Titchburn high Shetiff of Hamp- 
ſhire, for ſtaying execution of the late Lord Cobham,' Lord 
Grey, and Sir Gr, Markham at Wincheſter, 1603.

Which was forth- 
with granted to them, and the witty Fellow ſet free, and care 
ſoon taken to quiet Commotions.

But here we had one Thomas Sutton mean- 
ly born and bred,burt ſome ſubfiſtence by marrying a widdow at 
Baywick farr ſhort of wealth.It is rumoured,onelybecauſe of ſome 
probability, (for other we have none) that he bought a Fratght

and indifferent men.

fences of preſumption are the greateſt, and this to be done by 
thee awrore filii ſons of the,morning, young -men full of hope 
and towardnels, 

2. The Cauſes no doubt, a falſe imagination of honour and 
credit ; bewitching Duels, Speczes falſa, againſt Religiow, Law 
and virtue. That men now adates had loſt the true Notion of 
fortitude and valor; the one, Fortitude,diſtinguiſhing the grounds 
of quarrels, whether they be juſt and worthy a mans life, being 
to be ſacrificed to honourable ſervices, good cauſes and Noble 
Adventures, Expence of blood is as the expence of money,not | 
to be profuſe in either, upon vain occaſion. | | 

For the Remedies. Four things may he effectual for repreſling 
the depraved cuſtome of Combates. 

Firſt, The State to aboliſh it: tor then every particular per- 
ſon thinks himſelf thereby acquitted his reputation; when he 
ſees it an inſult againſt Sovereign power.

The fatſe conceated humour muſt be 
menithed in the ſame kind, 1» eo quis rectisfime plectitur in quo 
peccat, ſuch men to be baniſhed rhe Kings preſence and exclu- 
ded the Court tor certain years, to be caſt into that darkneſs , 
not to behold his Sovereigns face.

ced, their wounds chough bleeding, leaſt a natural death ſhould 
prevent the example of Juſtice, Or, it not ſo rodo, bur with 

reater lenity, yet of no leſs efficacy, which is to puniſh by 
\ Ken in Star Chamber the middle a&ts and proceedings, which 
cend to the Duel. 

3. Now for the Law of England, It is excepted againſt in 
two points, 
| Not to difference between an infidious and foul murther,and 
killing upon fair terms, as they term it. 

The other, Not providing ſufficient puniſhment for con- 
rumely of words, as thely, and the like. 

Theſe novelties are thus anſwered. The Law of God makes| 
no difference, bur between Homicide voluntary and involuntary, 
which we term Miſadventyre, and for which there were Cities 
of Refuge.

rent the Gentry. To which themſelves replied, that it would ra- 
ther fatisfie them, in advance of dignity before others, who now 
come behinde thoſe meaner men, whom indeed che King was 
forced to dubb, for his Honour and ſome merits of theirs, ha- 
ving no other reward or money to ſpare, and therein not much 
t00 blame, to oblige them that way ; and Salzsbwry dying, it was 
now eſtabliſhed z the deſign having martial reference co Ho- 
nour and Arms, the Prerogative of every Sovereign, as in for-
